When I picked up my C-line at the Shelby NC hamfest, I talked the guy 
into giving me two Sherwood filters he had for the unit but never installed. 
Most of the markings are worn off, but I think they are the 1st IF LSB/USB 
filters. I get the impression that in order to maintain decent AM reception 
that I need some kind of switch to switch them in and out. Is that correct? 
I really like the C-line receiver. Signals just seem to pop out when you get 
them tuned. Have been testing out the transmitter before putting it on the 
air.

Bob, the Sherwood filters are upper and lower sideband filters for 
replacement of the first IF filter in the R-4C. This does give 

you an 8-pole, 2.1 khz wide assymetric (I assume, or why not just 
offset the passband? Any answers on this?) 1st IF passband that makes 
AM reception real lousy in fidelity compared to the stock 8-khz wide 
unit. 


Just this afternoon I stopped by Altex Electronics and picked up a 
couple of little relays that I will use to switch between the 
Sherwood filters and the stock 1st IF filter in the R-4C and see 
how it does.... 


The R-4C I have also had a concentric AGC switch assembly 
installed that will let me select between off and four "speeds" of 
AGC and has six positions for electronically selecting the first 
IF filter. Sometime this week I'll install one of the little 
relays and see how the receiver does on the SW broadcast bands. 

I do have some of the installation info available, so, let me know 
if you need any of that. 


Anybody else got any more info on Sherwood mods? 


Once you get the xmitr aligned and the little padder capacitors 
tweeked, the xmtr is pretty quick to set-up and use, but, I'll 
admit, it's not like using the FT-990, just point and go, but is 
still more fun!
